Notices of trustee sales 
appear frequently in the 
Sierra Madre News. 'I'hey ad¬ 
vertise that real estate will 
be sold at public auction and 
are required by California 
law. 

In California an owner 
can use real property (land, 
land and buildings) as se¬ 
curity for a loan. The owner 
gives the lender, usually a 
bank or a savings and loan 
company, sometimes a con¬ 
tractor who is making im¬ 
provements to the land or 
structures, a deed of trust. 
Tills is recorded in the 
county recorder’s office for 
public record. 

The deed of trust gives the 
lender power to order the 
tizistee I a selected third 
party) to sell the property 
described in the deed of tmst 
should the property owner- 
borrower fail to pay the loan 
or contract. 

The sale must be public, 
and the highest bidder gets 
the property. The Income 
from the sale is used to pay 
off the lender and funds left 
over go to tlie property 
owner. 

The more bidders the bet¬ 
ter the chance for a high 
hid. and the legislature re¬ 
quires that before the sale 
the trustees publish a notice 
of sale once a v/eek for at 
least 20 days, in an adjudi¬ 
cated newspaper published 
in the cc.unty. 

The notice of sale also 
notifies the bon’ower, in case 
he is not knowledgeable and 
is .unaware of the jeopardy 
in which he has placid his 
property. Friends and neigh¬ 
bors can be expected to help 
ensure tliat he actually gets 
notice. 

The California legislature 
was informed in 1979 tliai 
sharp dealing persons were 
making home improvement 
loans of que.stionable value 
tliat homeowners could ill 
afford. When they failed io 
pay, the eontraetor ordered 
the trustee to sell the home. 
If no bidders appeared the 
lendor bought the property- 
tor the unpaid amount of hit. 
bill, leaving nothing for the 
liome owner. Witli home- 
values increasing rapidly thi.s 
meant the foreclosing con¬ 
tractor got the property well 
lielow market value. 

To protect the homeown¬ 
er’s ecj.uity by interesting 
more bidders the legislature 
passed a law that when a 
home was to be sold that an 
additional publication of the 
notice of trustee sale must 
lie made in the largest paid 
circulation newspaper in the 
county.

Last year’s tax bill is not 
necessarily the basis for this 
year’s tax bill. 

Escrow officers and brok¬ 
ers will be doing their clients 
a tremendous service, and 
protecting the interest of 
both buyer and seller, if they 
pose two simple questions at 
the start of the transaction; 

(1) Did the current seller 
purchase the property be¬ 
tween March 1, 1979 anc 
Februar.v 29, 1980 (the lien 
year for taxes to be levied 
for Julv 1, 1980 - June 30, 
1981)? 

(2) Did new construction 
take place on the property 
between March 1, 1979 and 
February 29. 1980? 

It is also important to re¬ 
member that even if the pro- 
ralion is being done after 
the November tax bill has 
been received, there is still 
the possi'oility of a supple¬ 
mental tax bill. The Asses¬ 
sor’s Office has the duty to 
find and enroll all transfers 
and new construction which 
occurred during the ller 
year, and may do so at any 
time. .So ask the same ques¬ 
tions. 

If there is a "yes” answer 
to either one, the prorator 
will have a better persoec- 
tive on tax impact, if he or 
she understands these ex¬ 
amples: 

Recent Sale — Seller says 
his last year’s tax bill was 
for $537. Seller further says 
that h.e purcha.sed the prop¬ 
erty .subsequent to March 1, 
1979. If the proration be¬ 
tween seller and buyer Is 
based on $537, the buyer is 
going to overpay taxes, and 
the seller escapes his rightful 
share of the burden. We sug- ; 
gest this: j 

Ask the .seller what he i 
paid for the property. Esti- i 
mate that 114 per cent of ; 
that price will be the tax for t 
July 1. 1980 through June i 
30, 1981. 

For instance, the seller ; 
says he paid $100,000 for the ' 
property. IM per cent of this 1 
is $1,250. Ask the seller if 1 
he or she had a homeowner’s 1 
exemption. If so, deduct $88 i 
(this deduction is standard i 
for all properties, regardless ] 
of value) from $1,250 and 
make the proration between 1 
the seller and the new buyer ; 
on the basis of $1,162 tax ) 
burden. ] 

This will generally be i 
most fair to both parties. On 
the other hand, if the cur- III 
rent taxes of $.537 are pro¬ 
rated, there will be an un¬ 
derstandably unhappy buyer 
some months in tiie future. 

Recent Construe t i o n — 
Seller says he has owned the 
propery for ten year, and 
current taxes are $800, but 
that he recently made an ad¬ 
dition to the poperty. Ask 
him hew much this constme- 
tion cost. Estimate 1)4 per 
cent of that cost will he 
added to current taxes for 
.Tilly 1, 1980 through June 
.30, 1981. 

For instance, suppose the 
seller paid $20,000 for the 
addition. 114 jjer cent of this 
is $250. Add the amount to 
current taxes. The result, 
$1,050, should be the basis 
of the proration between the 
seller and buyer.

September 2nd Is Final Deadline 


More than 416,(X)0 senior 
citizens and disabled persons 
have claimed homeown e r 
and renter assistance with 
the Franchise Tax Board 
since the beginning of the 
filing season on May 16. 

Payments have been aver 
aging $169 to renters and 
$103 to homeowners, accord¬ 
ing to Chief of Operations 
James Gentz. 

The filing period formally 
ends September 2 but claim¬ 
ants may file late if they 
have rea.sonable cause, Gentz 
said. He pointed out that the 
Legislature has acted to ex¬ 
tend the filing period in fu¬ 
ture ye.irs. ‘While it is pos¬ 
sible to file a claim after 
September 2, the department 
is urging eligible homeown¬ 
ers and renters to send in 
their claims as soon as pos¬ 
sible. Claims received now 
can be proce.ssed quickly,” 
Gentz said. 

Persons who were 62 as of 
December 31, 1979, or who 
were totally disabled o ’• 
blind, regardless of age, may 
be eligible for assistance if 
their total household incoma 
is under $12,000 and their 
residence is on the county 
property tax roll. 

Homeowners must occup> 
their residence on December 
31, 1979, and renters must 
rent all or part of 1979 and 
pay at least $50 a month 
rent. 


The once-a-year reimburse¬ 
ment is based on Income 
with the maximum assist¬ 
ance going to the lowest in¬ 
come homeowners and rent¬ 
ers. Assistance for renters 
ranges from a minimum $10 
to a maximum $240 and as¬ 
sistance to homeo w n e r s 
ranges from four per cent to 
96 per cent of the taxes paid 
on the first $8,500 assessed 
value of the home. 

Claim forms may be ob¬ 
tained by writing Franchise 
Tax Board, P.O. Box 1588, 
Sacramento, CA 95807, or by 
calling the toll-free number 
listed for the Franchise Tax 
Board in the telephone di¬ 
rectory.

The proposal now calls 
for a decentralized (as contrasted to the Hamilton Test 
Centralized program operating in the South Coast Air 
Basin) inspection program with authority for design ot 
the program given to the Secretary of Business and Trajis- 
portotion; Fees to 'be poid by motrists are to be set by 
the secretary and sufficient to cover all program expenses. 

These two portions of SB 1948 constitute the basis for 
the Chamber’s opposition. The Chamber advocates that 
the specific terms of any I and M propram should be 
established by the legislature and that it should be cost- 
efectipe in providing discernible improvements in air 
quality. 

Tire Chamber has consistently stood without a position 
on the basic question of whether or not the state should 
have an I and M program. However, if such a program 
is set up, the legislature itself should accept responsibility 
for setting the terms. 

While SB 1948 (as amended August 18) is much 
better in these respects than it was two weeks ago, it 
still delegates to the bureaucracw responsibility for “de¬ 
sign” of the program and setting of the Inspection fees. 

Organized opposition to the bill appears to be eva¬ 
porating fast. Tlie auto clubs and Chamber now are the 
only major organizations in opposition. This could work 
out best after all. The issue has been debated at great 
length for two years. Now individual members of the 
legislature will have to vote on SB 1948 being guided by 
direct input from their constituents. The outcome is still 
In doubt, since recent polls have indicated strong voter 
disapproval of the idea of a California I and M program.

K you’re haviog a little trouble fliese days getting 
flirough to your Idds when you try to discuss illegal drug 
use, it may be because they imow a lot more than you 
do about the subject. 

We can’t promise to make you an expert, but 
we can help you to catch up a little. Here are a few facts 
to talk from: 

1. Marihuana; 

. Conviction, even with a suspended 
sentence, may cause interruption of education, 
difficulty in obtaining a driver’s license in some states, 
entering a profession, getting a responsible job. While 
marihuana, which is not a narcotic, does not cause physical 
dependence, it may lead to “psychological dependence” 



if taken regularly. There is no current conclusive 
evidence that marihuana is “medically safe.” Researdi is 
currently being conducted to find out more about its ' 
physical and psychological effects. 

2. LSD: 

Its effects can differ at times in the same individuaL 
There is no way of predicting whether a “trip” will be 
good ’ or bad.” And days, weeks, even months after 
using LSD, the things the user experienced while on the 
drug may recur unexpectedly. The LSD experience can 
sometimes be disturbing enough to cause acute and 
even long-lasting mental illness. 

3. “Ups and Downs”: 

Excessive use of amphetamines (“ups”) can drive a 
person beyond his physical endurance and leave him 
totally depleted physically, since he feels like neither eating 
nor sleeping. The body develops a tolerance to these 
drugs, with larger and larger doses required to feel the 
effects. Long-term lieavy users are usually irritable, 
unstable, and may suffer social, Intellectual, and emotional 
breakdown. Abrupt withdrawal (“crashing”) for the 
heavy user can result in a deep and suicidal depression. 

Barbiturates (“downs”) can, in regular and 
excessive doses, become physically addicting. Overdose, 
or abrupt withdrawal for a heavy user, can cause 
death. Barbiturates are a leading cause of accidental 
poison deaths in the U.S. Amphetamines are sometimes 
prescribed as “diet pills,” and barbiturates are given 
as prescription sleeping pills, but neither should be taken 
except in strict accordance with a physician's prescription. 

4. Narcotics: 

Heroin is physically, as well as psychologically 
addicting. Large, or unexpectedly unadulterated doses can 
result in death. The addict’s main object in life 
becomes getting the drug. He may turn to crime as the 
only way to get enough money to support his habit 
(which can run as high as $100.00 per day).

VVhat 
can I tell her?

Answer: 

First, help your neighbor 
realize that she is not alone 
in her situation and not to 
blame. According to FBI sta¬ 
tistics, a battering happens 
every 18 seconds in this 
country. The same figures 
indicate that incidents of wo¬ 
man battering are even more 
numerous and less often re¬ 
ported than rapes, and it is 
widely known tliat only one 
in ten rapes is ever reported. 
Women from all social and 
economic levels of our so¬ 
ciety are victims of violent 
beatings by their husbands 
c<r male partners. It is c.sti- 
mated tha 50 per cent of all 
marred women in California 
will be as.sauled by their 
husbands at some time in 
the relationship. 

Unfortunately, most of the 
victims of domestic violence, 
such as your neighbor, suffer 
in silence. They stay in a 
nightmarish situations for a 
variety of complex emotional 
and economic reasons. But in 
California, it is a crime for 
any person to beat or sexual¬ 
ly assault another person, 
and there are alternatives 
open to the woman who 
seeks them. 

If your neighbor is threet- 
ened or beaten again, she 
should call the police im¬ 
mediately. When the police 
arrive, she should insist on 
filing a police report, whe¬ 
ther or not her husband is 
arrested or she pres s e s 
charges against him. She 
should be aware that even 
if he is arrested, he will prob¬ 
ably be releasc»d in a matter 
of hours. 

The best source of help is 
a shelter for battered wo¬ 
men. The location of sucli 
shelters is usually a closely 
guarded secret, to protect the 
women who take refuge 
there. Shelter staff will pro¬ 
vide cxvinseling and guidance 
on alternatives for her next 
step, as wc-11 as emotional

Storm Drain 
Bond Sale 
Takes Place 

County supervisors have 
authorized the sale of an ad¬ 
ditional $1.4 million of 1964 
and $18 million of 1970 storm 
drain hr.nds. Supervisor Bax¬ 
ter Ward reported recently. 

Bids on the 1964 bonds are 
to be received a.s soon as 
psssiblc. Target date for bids 
on the 1970 bonds has been 
set for October 7. 

There have been 23 pre¬ 
vious sales of 19C-4 bonds to¬ 
taling .S264,J6O,0tX) out of a 
total authorized issue of $275 
million. Out of a total auth¬ 
orization of $252 million in 
1970 bonds, .$225 million have 
been sold in 14 previous 
sales. 

Proceeds: from the .up¬ 
coming sales, when added 
to the present ca.sh balances 
remaining from previous of¬ 
ferings, wiil be .sufficient to 
financ-o construction work on 
flood control projects until 
the fall of 1982. the super¬ 
visor added. 


Some time ago I related to 
you how a rabbit found it¬ 
self in an unfort.unatp pre¬ 
dicament by becoming fear¬ 
ful of our car’s headlights 
and runing head long — and 
getting stuck into — a chain 
link fence! I’m sure this is 
merely one case out of many 
in which animals living 
close to human habitation 
wind up either injured — or 
worse. This is Chapter Two; 
Hazards to Urban Wildlife. 

While raking along the 
hack side of our garage the 
other day, I noticed some 
soft shapes littering the 
ground. Bending over, I 
qjiickly recognized them as 
feathers. Probably those of a 
mourning doye by their color 
and markings. 

Now, these fea thers 
weren’t here just by chance. 
Each day by our bird feeder 
many birds lose a feather 
or two or three merely in 
tire act of taking off. ,No. 
tlieso grayish feathers were 
here in a clump behind the 
garage, with a slender trail 
of smaller grayish feathers 
leading across the grass. 

Living m our neighborhood 
are se-ceral cats. Knowing 
that a couple of these felines 
are notorious for being in 
our yard, I immediately sus¬ 
pected them! No actual proof 
.... just solid circumstan¬ 
tial evidence! 

Even from my ty-pewriter 
I can almost see the hair 
stand up on the backs of 
the necks of loc.al cat own¬ 
ers. Yet, some years ago I, 
too, was a cat owner. And I 
still love cats. However, I 
also remember how proud 
pui cat Chico was as she 
presented us with a dead 
bird, or mouse, or rat, or 
lizard on the back doorstep! 

We were anything hut 


happy. In fact we tried 
everything we cruld think of 
to get her to stop killing 
birds: scoldings, roled up 
newspapers. E\en putting a 
special collar with a jingle- 
type bc'll on her. In that way 
tiie bt'll would scare away 
the birds. But she learned to 
creep tip on the birds in 
.<;u<.h a way so that the 
jingle-type boll wouldn’t ring 
and alert them! That’s how 
smart cats are. In her life¬ 
time I’m sure our cat took a 
terrible toll of neighborhood 
birds .... all to my cha¬ 
grin! Yet, what I eventually 


understood was that it was 
instinct — INSIINCT — ur¬ 
ging her on. I guess nothing 
short of being inhumane or 
illeal is going to stop a pet 
cat from catching bird.s and 
mice. 

In any cc'ent, from the 
liirds’ viewpoint, some of our 
jxils may be the cat’s meow 
.... hut they’re also a 
hazard! But I guess that’s 
the price any wild animal 
pays when it lives near us 
humans!
